The  Robison  Collection-Part  III  of  United  States  Gold,  Silver  and 
Copper  Coins  was  part  of  a donation  by  Doris  and  Ellis  Robison  to  Rennse- 
laer  Polytechnic  Institute  and  Cornell  University.  The  Robisons  have  been 
deeply  involved  with  these  institutions  and  have,  in  the  past,  provided  both 
financial  support  and  counsel.
